Shut In 


It is a blessed thing to be shut in by God. Noah 
had this experience. After he and his sons and his 
wife and his sons’ wives, and all the living creatures 
that God had commanded, were gone into the ark in 
obedience to God’s* command, we read, “And the Lord 
shut him in” (Gen. 7:16). The whole verse is sig- 
nificant: “And they that went in, went in male and 
female of all flesh, as God had commanded him: and 
the Lord shut him in.” Noah ‘had the chief responsi- 
bility, as the head of the family and the leader in right- 
eousness on all the earth. But male and female were 
part of the command and the provision from God. No 
husband has any right to let his wife be unsaved. No 
father has any right to let his children be unsaved. 
Promise after promise runs through all the Scriptures 
guaranteeing salvation for the whole family if only 
it is claimed and accepted. Salvation even affected the 

animals; we know that when redemption is consum- 


mated by the Lord’s return the animal world will 
share in the blessing as wolf and lamb lie down to- 
gether (Isa, 11:6) and creation itself is delivered 
from the bondage of corruption (Rom. 8:21). After 
Noah and all with him had acted in accordance with 
God’s command, then. the Lord did something that 
only he could do: he “shut him in.” When we turn 
in taith to Christ, our only ark of safety in a doomed 
world, the Holy Spirit brings to pass in us the new 
birth. He joins us to Christ, and shuts us in. Only 
he, who is God, can do this. Then we are so safely, 
so securely, so eternally shut in to Christ, our ark, that 
he can say of us: “They shall never perish, neither 
shall any man pluck them out of my hand. My Father, 
which gave them me, is greater than all; and no man 
is able to pluck them out of my Father’s hand” (John 
10: 28, 29). When we are “shut in” the ark by God, 
then indeed our “life is hid with Christ in God” (Col. 


3:3).

The Bread of Grace 


God’s grace never depends upon our efforts. When 
he gives, he gives outright; we do not need to help 
him, and we cannot. Manna was a gift of God’s grace 
to Israel to sustain their physical life in the wilder- 
ness.

When the 
Lord Jesus fed the five thousand, like all his miracles 
it was an act of divine grace. But last month, in one 
of the largest evangelical churches in a city not far 
from Philadelphia, the preacher told the congregation 
of some eight hundred persons the following, in effect: 
It is true that our Lord miraculously fed the five 
thousand, but when he began to distribute bread to 
this great crowd they then remembered that_ they 
had brought their lunch with them, and the fragments 
later picked up were left over from the lunch boxes 
of this crowd. Thus does the apostate church of 
today travesty the Word of God, and reject his grace. 


/ It was just after the miracle of feeding the five thou- 


sand that the Lord told the multitude that the “bread 
from heaven” that Moses had given the Israelites was 
but a shadow or type of “the true bread from heaven, 
. . . the bread of God,” Christ himself, come down 
from Heaven to give life unto the world. Manna was 
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bread of grace. The five thousand were fed by bread 
of grace. And the Son of God is the true bread of 
grace, and the only bread of eternal life. He is God's 
gift to lost men. They cannot help him to give them 
life.

Signaling for Light 


“I will make darkness light before them,” is 
God’s promise for his people (Isa.

While 2,000 feet aloft he pushed 
a button which turned on a wind siren in his plane 
so that it blew three shrill blasts; —sounds more 
powerful and piercing even than the familiar fire 
engine sirens. The sound, plunging down from almost 
half a mile above the earth, impinged upon a sound- 
sensitive apparatus on the ground, and automatically 
and instantly 24,000,000 candlepower floodlights were 
turned on in the Newark airport. It was easy for 
that airplane pilot to make safe harbor then, and in 
a moment or two his plane was safely within a shel- 
tering hangar. These amazing discoveries that God 
is permitting men to make in the end of the age, as 
a foretaste of the glories of human research and in- 
vention on earth during the millennium, are thrillingly 
suggestive of spiritual experiences. When a child of 
God needs light in the darkness, that he may know the 
way and reach some goal that God has set before him, 
he needs but to signal for light. Not the shriek of a 
siren, but a whisper in prayer is all that is needed.

We are not thinking of mere human love — natural 
love, as we call it, the Icve of our own kith and 
kin. There is a complacent love that wells up within 
us unbidderi for those we think to be lovable. We are, 
however, speaking of that wonderful, beneficent love 
of God that he lavishes upon sinners. The vilest, the 
most brutal and degraded, the most repulsive of human— 
beings, is still the object of God’s love. He loves the 
unloyable. ~ 

This wondrous love of God cannot be merited or 
deserved. It is a love that is freely poured out upon 
all mankind, and waits not to be sought or won. It 
waits only to be received and appropriated, and, above 
all, to be returned. 

Listen to John, the apostle of love: “This is his 
commandment, that we should believe in the name of 
his Son Jesus Christ, and love one another.” “He 
that saith, I kNow him, and keepeth not his command- 
ments, is a liar, and the truth is not in him; but whoso 
keepeth his word, in him verily hath the love of God 
been perfected. Hereby we KNOW that we are in 
him” (1 John 3:23; 2:4, 5). “Beloved, let us love 
one another: for love is of God; and every one that 
loveth is begotten of God and KNoweETH God... . 
For God is Love” (1 John 4:7, 8). Do we not see 
how this emphasizes what was said about the import- 
ance of accepting the Christ of the New Testament — 
that is, as One who died upon the cross*for us men 
.and our salvation? How can we understand God’s 
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love, how can we KNow God, if we reject the greatest 
proof of his love? 

“God so loved ... that he gave his only begotten 
Son.” “Hereby perceive we the love of God, because 
he laid down his life for us” (1 John 3:16). “In 
this was manifested the love of God toward us, because 
that God sent his only begotten Son into the world, 
that we might live through him. Herein is love, not 
that we loved God, but that he loved us, and sent his 
Son to be the propitiation for our sins. Beloved, if 
God so loved us, we ought also to love one another” (1 
John 4:9-11). So then it is taught by Scripture that 
the atonement of Christ upon the cross is the way God 
commendeth — establishes, proves, makes certain — his 
love toward us (Rom, 5:8). If Christ is only an 
example, and the cross was a great mistake (as some 
would have us believe), can it be possible for any 
man truthfully to say, “We have KNown and believed 
the love that God hath to us”? (1 John 4:16.) No— 
we dare not, cannot, reject the great proof of his 
love, if we truly desire to “KNow him, and the power 
of his resurrection.” There is no resurrection without 
the death on the cross, 

“But I can never get a. love like that,” says one, 
“which loves the unlovable.” No,. never, unless we 
accept it as a gift from God. This we can do, “be- 
cause the love of God hath been shed abroad in our 
hearts through the Holy Spirit” (Rom. 5:5). 

This love is a spontaneous, not a voluntary thing. 
Love liberates us from selfishness. Love delights to 
bestow itself upon others, and to shower its affection, 
its gifts, its service upon the objects of that love. 
Love, like light, cannot help radiating itself. Love 
needs no compulsion and brooks no restraint. So that 
if we truly love God we have no difficulty in present- 
ing our bodies “a living sacrifice, holy, acceptable to 
God”; for this becomes not only a “reasonable” serv- 
ice, but a gladsome, hearty, and willing surrender, 
Love to God and man is, then, a royal result of knowl- 
edge of God. 

“He that loveth me shall be loved of my Father,” 
said our Lord, “and I will love him, and will manifest 
myself to him” (John 14:21). Bishop Westcott says 
this word “manifest” means to present himself in a 
clear, conspicuous form. When Paul came under the 
influence of Christ’s love, he found himself borne along 
in an irresistible current. “The love of Christ” — 
that is, Christ’s love to him—“constraineth us,” he 
cried (2 Cor. 5:14). Yes, indeed, love to Christ and 
obedience to him cannot be separated, and have no 
desire to be separated. “If ye love me, ye will keep 
my commandments” (John 14:15). “He that hath 
my commandments, and keepeth them, he it is that 
loveth me.” 

Love is also the royal way to knowing God, for 
love sees far more than intellect can discern or dis- 
cover. John, the apostle of love, could always “out- 
run” Simon Peter .in spiritual discernment. At the 
tomb it was he that “saw, and believed” (John 20:8). 
On the seashore “the disciples knew not that it was 
Jesus.” It was John who was the first to KNow and 
to cry, “It is the Lord” (John 21:4, 7). It is always 
so 


Our love to God and our knowledge of him can 
always be measured by our Jove to our fellow men. We 
see it in Moses, who was so intimately acquainted with 
God. When the people sinned so deeply, God threat- 
ened to exterminate them and make of Moses a great 
nation. Yet Moses was willing to be blotted out him- 
self for the sake of his beloved people who had been 
so rebellious and hostile to him. “Yet now, if thou 
wilt forgive their sin—; and if not, blot me, I pray 
thee, - of thy book which thou hast written” (Exod. 
32: 32). : 

It was the same with Paul. One questions if any 
man ever suffered such malice, hate, hostility, and 
bitter persecution at the hands of his own people and 
his erstwhile religious colleagues as Paul did. Yet he 
says, “I have great heaviness and continual sorrow in 
my heart. For I could wish that myself were ac- 
cursed from Christ for my brethren, my kinsmen 
according to the flesh” (Rom. 9:2, 3). What love! 

And so it must be with us today. God desires us 
to know him not merely for our own enjoyment. We 
KNOW him in order that we may become witnesses for 
him and make him known. And this we can never 
do so effectively and effectually as when we reveal a 
spirit of love to those who hate us, or abuse us, or 
misunderstand us, or despitefully use us. 

But what opportunities we have lost! 
we have returned railing for railing! How often we 
have had our revenge. The world is craving love. 
The world expects to find it in the Church of Christ. 
Are we disappointing that world? What a chance 
we have all day long and every day of revealing God’s 
love to others, and so being “to the praise of the glory 
of his grace” (Eph. 1:6). Are we seeking a wider 
sphere of usefulness? Greater opportunities of speak- 
ing to crowds, or carrying out great schemes? Why, 
our opportunities of revealing Christ are unceasing. 
Every one we meet may get from each of us a glimpse 
of Christ Jesus and his love. Our lives may be one 
If we have

Why Send Protestant Missionaries 
to Catholic Countries ? 


From a Filipino reader of The Sunday School 
Times comes the following interesting letter express< 
ing a sincere\desire for help on important questions: 


Being a subscriber to your good magazine and hav- 
ing observed: and learned much of its fine instructions, 
I ame interested with it, especially of the appre- 
ciable theology that it contains. 

I wish therefore to ask help from you as to my 
doubts here I mention below, which I expect them 
answered in this paper: 

How will a man ve saved? 

Is there a salvation to those who do not believe 
Christ and who do not know Christ at all? 

Why is it that Protestant missionaries are being 
sent to the Philippines when there are enough Roman 
Catholic missionaries to preach the Gospel of salva- 
tion ? iL 


The first question is found repeatedly in God’s 
Word, and is answered there simply and plainly. On 
the Day of Pentecost, convicted by Peter’s Spirit- 
given sermon, the Jews cried out, “Men and brethren, 
what shall we do? Then Peter said unto them, Re- 
pent, and be baptized every one of you in the name 
of Jesus Christ for the remission of sins, and ye shall 
For the promise 
is unto you, and to your children, and to all that are 
afar off, even as many as the Lord our God shall call” 
(Acts 2:37-39). The Philippian jailer, in agony, 
asked Paul and Silas, “Sirs, what must I do to be 
saved? And they said, Believe on the Lord Jesus 
Christ, and thou shalt be saved, and thy house” (Acts 
16:30, 31). ‘There is no other way to be saved. 
“Neither is there salvation in any other: for there 
is none other name under heaven given among men, 
whereby we must be saved” (Acts 4: 12). 

“He that hath the Son hath life; and he that hath 
not the Son of God hath not life’ (1 John 5:12). 
This Word of God answers the second question, as to 
whether there is salvation to those who do not believe 
Christ and who do not know Christ at all. Those 
who do not believe Christ, and those who do not know 
Christ, cannot have the Son of God; therefore, God 
says,-they have not life, and they are not saved, for 
“God hath given to us eternal life, and this life is 
in his Son” (1 John 5:11). 

Protestant_missionaries are sent to Roman Catholic 
countries because the Roman Catholic Church and its 
missionaries do not preach the Gospel of justification 
by faith, It was Martin Luther’s discovery of this 
precious doctrine, the heart of the Gospel, in the 
Word of God that led him to leave the Roman Catholic 
Church and that marked the beginning of the Protes- 
tant Reformation. “Therefore being justified by faith, 
we have peace with God through our Lord Jesus 
Christ” (Rom. 5:1). The preceding chapter, Romans 
4, explains fully what justification by faith is. It 
means trusting wholly and only in Christ’s finished 
work for us as the only way of salvation, and not 
trying to add to his work any works of our own in 
order to be saved. God’s Word tells us that Paul 
was chosen as the apostle to whom and through whom 
was revealed, by the Holy Spirit, the Gospel of salva- 
tion. Here it is: “That Christ died for our sins ac- 
cording to the scriptures; and that he was buried, and 
that he rose again the third day according to the 
scriptures” (1 Cor. 15:3, 4). Concerning this Paul 
says elsewhere by inspiration: “If thou shalt confess 
with thy mouth the Lord Jesus, and shalt believe in 
thine heart that God hath raised him from the dead, 
thou shalt be saved” (Rom. 10:9). And of this Gos- 
pel Paul was directed of the Holy Spirit to speak the 
solemn word: “Though we, or an angel from heaven; 
preach any other gospel unto you than that which we 
have preached unto you, let him be accursed. As we 
said before, so say I now again, If any man preach 
any other gospel unto you than that ye have received, 
let him be accursed” (Gal. 1:8, 9). 

The Roman Catholic Church does not offer men 
salvation by faith alone in the death and resurrection 
of Christ. In addition to this: fundamental and vital 
and death-dealing_error, it includes many, other teach- 
ings that are contrary to the Scriptures. Missionaries 
in Catholic lands, such as Latin American countries, 
Belgium, and elsewhere, testify to the awful spiritual 
need and hopeless darkness of those who are under 
the influence of this apostate Church. In Belgium, 
for example, the workers of the Belgian Gospel Mis- 








sion (which is Protestant and evangelical) have had 
the joy of seeing thousands come out of the darkness 
of Roman Catholicism into the fight and joy and 
salvation and life of the true and only Gospel of Christ. 

There may be, and there doubtless are, individuals 
within the Roman Catholic Church who are saved. 
But they are saved in spite of its false and unscri 
tural teachings; saved by having fixed their faith m 
Christ as Saviour even though they are unconsciously 
accepting other teachings contrary to the Word. But 
it is to be feared that they are few. ’ 

A well-known Bible teacher once made, in conver- 
sation with the Editor of the Times, a keen and dis- 
cerning comment that bears on this matter, and he 
drew_an unexpected conclusion which it is important 
to remember. Said he: There are two different kinds 
of apostasies from the Christian faith; there is the 
apostasy that subtracts, and the apostasy that adds. 
The outstanding instance of the apostasy that subtracts 
is Unitarianism, which subtracts from the Word of 
God by denying the deity of Christ. The outstanding 
instance of the apostasy that adds is Roman Catholi- 
cism, which accepts the deity of Christ and other 
doctrines of the Word of God, and then adds to them 
doctrines not in the Word. : 

Then came this unexpected and challenging con- 
clusion: And of the two kinds of apostasy, that which 
subtracts and that which adds, the more dangerous 
is the apostasy that adds. For it is easy to recognize 
as false the apostasy that subtracts“from or denies the 
Word of God, like Unitarianism. But the apostasy 
that appcrently accepts the Word, and then adds to it, 
is far more subtle and deceptive, and therefore more 
dangerous,

Foreclosing a Mortgage 


Please help me on this point. How can a Chris- 
tian (myself, for instance) own stock in any savings 
and loan concern if it engaged in foreclosure of 
mortgages, something that I think the Christian 
should not do? Many of these loan concerns are 
run by so-called good men, church people, but though 
I am considerably dependent upon a little aid that 
some funds bring me, this point does not seem right 
pb me. I shall appreciate your help—A Virginia 
reader. 


There is nothing necessarily wrong in the foreclos- 
ing of a mortgage. When a mortgage has been taken 
on a property, and money has been loaned to the 
property owner, the:loan is made and received with 
the understanding that, if it is not repaid as agreed 
upon by the one who has received it, the party te 
the contract who has loaned the money is protected 
by the right to sell the property and thus be reimbursed 
for his loan. If this foreclosure right were not given, 
the one who has leaned the money would be exposed

to the risk of losing all that he had loaned, and the - 


property owner, on the other hand, having received 
the money loan could unfairly or dishonestly decline 
to reimburse the other party to the contract. Thus 
the agreement, entered into voluntarily by the twe 
parties to a loan, is righteous and equitable and is 
intended as a legitimate protection to the one who, has 
advanced money. 

Qf course, as in many other legitimate: business 
contracts and transactions, a mortgage may fore- 
closed unnecessarily or unrighteously, and that would 
be wrong. But under certain circumstances the trans- 
action may be wholly honorable and equitable; in- 
deed, a foreclosure proceeding may be carried through 
with the full consent and approval of the one whose 
property is thus sold. There would seem to be no 
good reason why a Christian may hot take shares in a 
reliable and properly conducted building and loan as- 
sociation, for example, thus participating in the busi- 
ness. of such an association and in mortgage fore- 
closures when such are necessary.

fied the truth of a statement Dr. Nelson makes 

in his book on Infidelity, that there are two 
cures for infidelity, one powerful, the other all power- 
ful. The first is to study, investigate, “prove all things, 
hold fast that. which is good.” But the infallible and 
all powerful remedy is to “taste and see that the Lord 
is good,” to call upon him sincerely. 

If you call a person and he answers, —by. words, 
merely producing vibrations in the air, or in some 
other way, such as producing a humanly impossible re- 
sult or change in circumstances or in your own heart,— 
you know for a certainty that that person is alive and 
there to answer. Even if he does not answer, it is 
not proved that he is not there; but if he does answer, 
he is most certainly in being and in calling distance. 
William Biggs tried the all powerful remedy. 

About fifteen years ago he came into my office ask- 
ing for a quarter with which to assuage the . thirst 
for liquor which was then and for twenty-five years 
or more had been burning uncontrollably in his veins. 
His breath announced the business on which he had 
come as soon as he entered the room—a coming 
request casting its shadow before, so to speak. 

He was invited to sit down and tell his troubles, and 
was told that there was infinitely more to be had for 
asking the right Man for help than he could get from 
me; that any money I would give him would merely 
push him a little. closer to the brink of death and 
eternal despair, but that there was One who, if asked, 
could save to the “uttermost,” as he had proved again 
and again and as I knew from my own personal ex- 
perience. 


Forgetting What Thirst for Liquor Is 

Almost instantly the man responded to a suggestion 
that we go to our knees, since the One I referred to 
was not only a Man but a King also, even Jesus Christ 
our Lord. I recall asking our God to save this man 
who had come in desperation to him: for help; even as 
he had saved me; I told God that I had taken it upon 
myself, pursuant to the authority I understood he had 
vested in all believers, to assure this poor man that 
God would not refuse to answer even our prayers 
when offered in the name-of Jesus Christ. I got 
William Biggs to pray for himself after me. As well 
as I can remember, I felt then no emotional impulse 
of faith in this my first effort to_lead a drunkard to 
Christ, but was actuated by the determination to act 
in logical conformity with my absolute conviction that 
the Christ of the Bible was real and had ordered the 
thing done. I was utterly unprepared for the instan- 
taneous, supernatural, and permanent result which fol- 
lowed, for manifestly William Biggs was ordained 
unto eternal life and’ God had given him faith to be 
saved. ° 

He rose with.“the water in his eyes,” to use Bun- 
yan’s quaint phrase, and told me that he was conscious 
that he had been saved. -He is not a talkative man, 
and we had few more words together at that time; 
but I have seen him every few weeks during the fifteen 
years or more that have followed that moment in the 
little law office opposite the courthouse. 

He came into the office a few weeks later, a neatly 
dressed and obvious gentleman, of the good lineage 
that is his.

Seeing his father’s de- 
liverance, and that “a notable miracle’ had indeed 
been wrought, he came down at his father’s request 
several times to talk with me, but could not. conceive

Bible, and the deity and bodily resurrection of the Lord 
Jesus’ Christ. 

We sat up until after two o'clock, and during that 
time we considered many of the things that have given 
the color and solidity of reality to the Bible to all 
who have studied them. We recalled the discoveries 
of Sir William Ramsay and his verification of the 
most minute and disputed statements of Luke’s writ- 
ings; the utter overthrow by archeology of the “as- 
sured results” of the Higher Criticism as to the late 
authorship of Daniel, the non-existence of Belshazzar, 
and of the Hittite Empire, and many other disputed 
and now so thoroughly established statements of the 
Bible; the collapse of the argument based on the names 
of Greek musical instruments in Daniel, the Egyptian 
words embedded in the Pentateuch and manifold evi- 
dences that it was written, not after the Exile, but 
before even the institution of temple worship and the 
use of sacred music; the evidences that the books at- 
tributed to Luke were written by a doctor who knew 
the medical name for the blindness that afflicted Barti- 
mzus and the technical name of the kind of needle 
Greek surgeons used, when referring to the metaphor 
about the camel and ‘the needle’s eye, and that John’s 
Gospel was written by a fisherman who used the par- 
ticular name of the kind of little fish the boy con- 
tributed to the feeding of the five thousand, and all 
the Gospels by men who lived at the time and in the 
places about which they wrote; the invincible proof 
presented by the detailed fulfillment of even a fraction - 
of the prophecies of the Bible, notably those about : 
the preservation from the time of trial that should 
come upon the world of “Philadelphia alone, far from 
the sea and forgotten by the emperor,” from the Mo- 
hammedan scourge, and the destruction of the temple 
contrary to the specific command of Titus and the 
failure of the effort to rebuild it in spite of the best 
endeavor of the Emperor Julian, which seemed to 
arouse the astonishment of even the infidel historian 
Gibbon. The young broker’s early faith had been 
watered down and compromised and emasculated by 
the attacks of the Higher Criticism, and these things 


«were specially calculated to restore or create a belief 


in the supernatural accuracy of the Bible and the char- 
acter of the Lord Jesus. 


“Risking His Soul’’ on Protestant Books 


As soon as we got back to Washington, my friend 
went to see Dr. Wallace Radcliffe, at my suggestion, 
and told him of his“desire to make a public confession 
of his faith in Christ in his church. This he did. 
He is now the head of the Washington branch of the 
great bond brokerage house into which he was recently 
admitted as a partner. 

This case has an interest as showing the stimulating 
effect of concrete reasons for the faith that was already 
in him, that faith being set in motion in a mind already 
passively accepting but ready to surrender and com- 
promise some of its claims under the assault of Mod- 
ernism. With my own experience, and the similar 
experience of this man before me, my impression is 
strong that much of the lukewarmness and readiness 
to compromise on the part of Christians, and. their 
indifference to the high call of personal evangelism, 
would be stirred into a “warmer hue of resolution” by 
a study and consideration of the great proofs of the 
truth and reality of our Gospel. 

I met more than ten years ago a gentleman who is 
now one of the department heads of the city’s greatest 
department store. He was then engaged to a Catholic 
young lady and at the time I was introduced to him he 
was “studying to be a Catholic,” at the request of his 
fiancée. I longed to help him to study himself into 
being a saved Protestant, and to this end it seemed 
necessary first to satisfy him that his rest and salva- 
tion would not likely be found in the Catholic Church. 

He was well supplied with books and pamphlets by 
the priest of the young lady he was engaged to, and 
was vehemently warned against risking his soul by 
reading any books but those given him. His declared 
intention, however, of “reading both sides” was one 
the priest could not very consistently oppose in view 
of a statement that he (the priest) had made that, as 
illustrated by Cardinal Newman and Cardinal Man- 
ning, intelligent Protestants who really studied the 
Church’s claims with an open mind were sure to be- 
come members of the only true and Roman Catholic 
Church. : 

When he first announced his intention of becoming 
a Roman Catholic I made the simple suggestion that 
he be sure to include in his study the New Testament, 
without any notes, and that he keep his decision sus- 
pended until he had finished reading it. His ‘attention 
was called to the several matters that differentiate the 
Roman from the other denominations, and he was 
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asked to see if t..ere was anything in the New Testa- 
ment which Pr: testants did not accept, and anything 
which they did uccept which was not in the New Tes- 
tament, and, on the other hand, what authority he dis- 
covered for the Catholic teaching in regard to 
urgatory, prayers, and divine honors accorded to the 

‘irgin Mary, the Papacy and its temporal power, 
priestly absolution, the mass and the adoration of the 
host, and the other matters with which it seems to us 
Protestants that the fundamentally orthodox Chris- 
tian faith of our Catholic friends is so heavily over- 
laid, burdened, and buried, The tremendous ditference 
in emphasis between Catholic and New. Testament 
teaching as to the Virgin Mary was obvious to him 
at once, especially in the light of the gentle but instant 
firmness with which Christ relegated the Virgin 
Mother to her proper earthly sphere when it would 
appear that she was in danger of making in her own 
person an approach to the mistake so many have 
made since in her behalf. 

He was greatly impressed, however, by the point 
urged upon him by his priestly adviser and his book- 
lets that Christ had said that he would found his 
church upon Peter, whose successor the Pope was 
gratuitously presumed to be, with arbitrarily assumed 
right to inherit any power given to Peter, and that 


to the same apostle —the Pope’s legal predecessor in. 


title — Christ had said he would give the keys of 
Heaven. His attention was cailed to the fact that in 
the verse reading, “su ei Petros, kai epi tautei tei petrai 
oikodomeso mou ten ekklesian” (‘thou art Peter, and 
upon this rock I will build my church,” Matt. 16: 18), 
the Lord called Simon by the word Petros (which 
is masculine), meaning a pebble or little stone; but 
He used the word petra, a neuter form, for the “rock” 
upon which His church was to be built, petra meaning 
a great granite cliff; so that the meaning evidently 
is that Christ, his deity and his messiahship, which 
were just then for the first time in history confessed 
jvand declared by Peter, were the foundation of the 
‘church (as so many other verses declare), and upon 
this rock-foundation Peter as a stone with 
the rest of the apostles and_ believers 
would be built. The fact that Augustine 
and practically all the old church fathers 
for centuries agreed on this interpreta- 
tion seemed to drive this contention home. 
As to the other “key verse,” the fact that 
Peter by his sermon at Pentecost did first 
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Whether this friend needed the light of the book 
I am now about to mention I do not recall, but the 
most useful work I ever read on the whole subject 
was suggested to me by Bishop Manuel Ferrando, a 
once high official in Catholic Church and éducational 
circles in Spain and the West Indies, entitled “Little- 
dale’s Plain Reasons against Joining the Church of 
Rome.” Of this book a warm personal lawyer friend 
of mine, at the time a teacher in the country’s oldest 
and most famous Jesuit University, said, “I can’t 
answer that book,” and I believe that no one who 
starts it can avoid finishing it. It is a most informing 
and scholarly work, which every Proiestant and Cath- 
olic should read.

Lesson for April 7 


_. “I was eleven, too,” he. said, “when I. joined - the 
church. . I’ve had doubts about it lots of-times.. But I 
suppose we must expéct that. Doesn't the Bible say 
somewhere that we’ll always be assailed: by doubts?” 

I wonder how many times I’ve. heard . Christians, 
many of them older than this boy, say, “Doesn't the 
Bible say so-and-so somewhere?”. I tried to pin-him 
down to the passage he had in mind, but he was alto- 
gether vague. Yet only a day or two later the presi- 
dent of his college said to me that he is.an excellent 
student. Not one of his professors would permit him 
unchallenged to give in the classroom a reason like 
that for an opinion, Yet on the most vital question 
of life he could lay his finger on no definite data 
whatsoever, didn’t even know what the textbook had 
to say. 

After all, what do you know, you college boy? 
When I was a youngster I was told, all in good Mith, 
that Christopher Columbus died in abject poverty. 
I swallowed the tragic tale, hook, line, and sinker. 
Last evening I read in a magazine a statement that 
made me look up and ask the family, “Who knows 
anything about Columbus’ financial rating at the time 
of his death?” My eighth grader answered promptly, 
“He died in prison.” So there you are. They’re 
teaching it yet, and I may never know for a certainty 
whether the’ great explorer died a broken and dis- 
credited man, or in his will bequeathed considerable 
sums to his heirs. Every year I grow more and more 
cautious about quoting historical or scientific data 
taught me when I went to school. Even so I am some- 
times chalienged by representatives of your generation. 

It is both pitiful and exasperating to note the ready 

_ eredulity with which press correspondents seize upon 
the most radical assumptions of so-called scientific 
speculators and pass them on“as marvelous scientific 
discoveries. A dignified city daily carries on its front 
page in letters an inch high the startling headline, 
“Houdini Proves Soul Immortal.” There is both irony 
and pathos in the fact that a bereaved wife will clutch 
desperately at some trifling and inconsequential bit of 
persiflage purporting to have come from beyond the 
vail through a medium about which she must always 
feel doubt and suspicion, while all her life she has 
passed by the majestic pronouncement of God’s own 
Son, “I am the resurrection, and the life: he that be- 
lieveth on me, though he die, yet shall he live; and 
whosoever liveth and believeth on me shall never die” 
(John 11:25, 26). I am seized with a great weari- 
ness every time I read in the papers of the discovery 
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of. some human relic anywhere from 70,000 to a mil- 
lion years old. Remains less than 50,000 years old 
are altogether too fresh to be thrown on the market. 

Don’t think, I implore you, that I have no respect 
for the findings of true science. I should be flippant 
and uncouth to take that attitude. But let us both be 
warned that the theories of yesterday have over and 
over again to be discarded because of the discoveries 
of today. Ruskin speaks with reason when he calls 
the path of science “that bitter Valley of Humiliation, 
into. which only the wisest and bravest of men can 
descend, owning themselves forever children, gather- 
ing. pebbles on a boundless shore.” 

But there is one historic fact about which you and 
you alone may have absolute, final knowledge. No 
possiblé excuse here for quibbling or wavering. It is 
so absurd to seize eagerly upon sqme hypothetical 
theory, garbled beyond recognition by a press corre- 
spondent, and accept it.as fact; but when a promise 
of the Almighty God is offered you turn it over sus- 
piciously to see if it is stamped “sterling” and then 
back away from it as if there must be a catch in it 
somewhere. Do you know, College Boy, beyond a per- 
adventure whether you have passed from death unto 
life? Do you realize that it is the one g-eat question 
in your own life history that you should be able to 
answer instantly by “yes” or “no”? I wish you would 
write down the simple statement, “I have been saved 
for all eternity.” Then write after it, “true,” or “false.” 
If you honestly do not know, do not be content for an- 
other day to say, “Doesn’t the Bible say something 
somewhere?” The Bible does give you over and over 
again a definite formula for salvation signed and 
sealed by your heavenly Father. I will give you just 
one instance, John 10:27, 28. “My sheep hear my 
voice, and I know them, and they follow me: and I 
give unto them eternal life; and they shall never per- 
ish, and no one shall snatch them out of my hand.” 
Notice the word is eternal life, not merely everiast- 
ing life. Everlasting life may be the thing the spir- 
itualists are trying to demonstrate. Eternal life has 
neither beginning nor end. It is a new stream of life 
which is different in essence from the old carnal life 
and which pours into our being as soon as we by faith 
take the Lord Jesus Christ as our Saviour. If it 
could ever be broken it would not be- eternal. -The 
transaction is once for all. Have you made it? Read 
John 5:39 and act upon it.

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At a 1927 summer conference a Christian woman from Ireland saw how useless it was for her to try to follow 


Christ and cling to worldly things at the same time. She told of her experiences in a Belfast church paper; and

HAVE been wondering if some of the readers 
| would be interested in hearing about a Victorious 

Life Conference | attended in New Jersey, at a 
place called Keswick Grove, named after the English 
Keswick, so well known to many folks at home. After 
twenty hours of traveling-I was glad to get to my 
destination, where one found peace and quietness 
among the pine trees. .Accommodation and food were 
very simple, but that was a small matter in comparison 
to the spiritual feast we were served. 

Perhaps I should say something as to the beginning 
of Keswick and of the interests centered there. Many 
years ago, an Englishman called Raws, of good family 
and former wealth, who had been a confirmed drunk- 
ard for many years, got absolute freedom from his 
craving and had his life transformed when he gave 
himself entirely to God, trusting in the Lord Jesus’ 
atonement for forgiveness and for. power to deliver 
him from his sin. As he had received so much he 
devoted the rest of his life to helping drunkards, and 
for some years God was able to do a wonderful work 
through him. Later he got a tract of land, forty 
miles from Philadelphia, and with his wife, two chil- 
dren, eight men, enough food for one week, and one 
dollar and eighty-seven cents in cash, he started out 
on his new venture of providing a home to help men 
in their fight against drink. That was the beginning 
of Keswick Colony, and hundreds of men -have since 
then thanked God for Mr. Raws, who had been the 
means through whom they learned how to lead a vic- 
torious life and be more than conquerors in Christ. 
Since prohibition came into effect, the demand for 
such a home has greatly diminished, and for some 
years past the Victorious Life Conferences have been 
held there, and people from all over the States attend. 
They do not come in contact with the men of the 
Colony, who have their houses some distance from 
the Conference buildings.

The dates of the conferences 


Each morning of the Conference Mr. Raws, son 
of the founder who died some years ago, played two 
hymns on a cornet at six-thirty, and I found it was 
a lovely way to start the day, especially if one could 
sit up in bed and watch the sunrise through the trees. 
We met at seven for an hour of prayer in the Audi- 
torium, where all meetings were held. Anyone who 
felt inclined prayed, or repeated a verse either from 
a hymn or’ from the Bible. Twice “we were asked to 
repeat any verse that was being of special help, and 
one was filled with praise in realizing the wonders of 
God’s promises to us. 

At eight fifty-five we had. Bible study by Canon 
Howitt, a perfectly splendid and spiritual elderly gen- 
tleman (that is the only word I can use, as it so 
exactly describes him). He is an Englishman who 
has lived and worked in Canada for many years. 
Some of Canon Howitt’s subjects were: What the 
Bible says about itself, and the necessity for studying

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it, not merely reading; Faith; Love; Fulfillment of 
prophecy; Christ’s coming. again; and the like. 

There was a fifteen minute interval between most 
of the meetings, and I very often..went for a -walk, 
or rowed on one of the lakes, so as to- have some exer- 
cise. 

We had a choice at ten fifteen of two missionary 
addregses: one by a pioneer missionary who works 
among the Indians of South America, the other by a 
missionary from Syria who explained thoroughly 
about Islam. I went to the latter, as, on account of 
there being so many Mohammedan British subjects, it 
is a matter of responsibility and interest to us. 

At eleven thirty a Victorious Life message was 
given by Mr. Raws, and there was nothing | found 
more helpful or inspiring than this hour and. a half. 
He spoke very simply and quietly, a message direct 
from God’s Word, showing hew to lead a victorious 
life. I have never heard anyone who has such a gift 
for illustrations from everyday happenings. They all 
hit the mark, and drove home the truth to us. 

After one o’clock dinner we were free till five 
thirty supper. Some played games or went boating or 
swimming, and those who had cars went driving. « I 
was fortunate enough to be asked several times to 
go for a drive. 

The six forty-five meeting was called Vespers, and 
after hymns were- sung, one or two people spoke of 
how the power of God had changed their lives, and 
what abiding in Christ meant to them. 

At seven forty-five we had an address of some kind. 
One night all who had offered for foreign service, 
either before the conference or since coming, spoke 
a few words about their future work. 

At nine the members of the Conference divided into 
their respective groups, each of about six or eight, 
with a leader. In the case of young people and those 
who had not got to the point of surrendering all, it 
was a time for definite teaching about salvation. With 
others of us it was a period of intercession. It seemed 
strange to think of a. woman of my age never having 
previously prayed before anyone, and I found it rather 
difficult, especially at first; but I would not have 
missed this time for a very great deal. 

The ‘Conference lasted from Saturday afternoon 
until the morning of the following Monday week. 
On the last evening we had Communion, and 
when one thought of these people, some of whom 
lived many thousands of- miles away and who 
were representatives. of such a variety of sects, all 
joining in this service of remembrance and strength- 
ening and fellowship, it~ gave a sense of unity 
and a foretaste of the time to come when all 
nations and kindreds and tongues will worship be- 
fore Him. 

In the closing address we were warned to remember 
that we had been on a mountain top where God seemed 
very near and the world far:away, but we were now 
about to descend. We would find that circumstances 
and the point of view of our friends would just be the 
same as they had been; and that problems and worries 
and difficulties would surely come. We must, however, 
continue to realize that “since His power is so glo- 
rious” we need not be anxious about our weakness, 
but remember there is One who is standing by to help.

Foreword 


«91 IS the look that saves. It is the gaze that 
sanctifies.”—A. J. Gordon. 


Verse by Verse 


Isaiah 6:1.—In the year that king Ussziah died. 
Fifty years of glorious reign ended in a lazar house. 
Fhere is more than a date given here; this is the 
record of an experience that deeply exercised the 
prophet’s own heart. All the more was this so if, 
as tradition affirms, Isaiah was himself a cousin of 
the king. In either case, there would be deep sorrow 
for the true patriot. But if the tradition is true, there 
would also be personal grief. And the grief was the 
more bitter because of the knowledge that Uzziah’s 
leprosy was. due to his sin (2 Chron. 26: 16-21). 

It is by no means certain that this vision marked 
the commencement of Isaiah’s ministry. It may very 
well have defined a fresh entering into the meaning 
and purpose of God for his life. 2 Chronicles 26: 22 
tells us that Isaiah wrote the complete record of 
Uzziah’s reign. And though this does not by any 
means show that Isaiah’s ministry extended all through 
the period, yet there is nothing really to Warrant the 
view that chapter 6 is out of its proper order. 


I saw the Lord. The earthly monarch was dead * 


under circumstances of suffering and shame. The long 
peaceful reign was at an end. Obvious dangers 
threatened the little Jewish state from idolatry within 
and gathering foes without. In contrast with all this, 
Isaiah is permitted to see God, — God in human form, 
and God reigning. It was the Lord Jesus whose glory 
Isaiah beheld (John 12:41). The incarnation is the 
fact that made Old Testament theophanies possible. 
And this is the explanation of all Bible anthropomor- 
phisms. The Bible can properly speak of God in 
terms of man because God in Christ was yet to be 
manifested in the flesh. 

The temple. It is uncertain whether the earthly 
Temple or its heavenly counterpart is meant. Prob- 
ably the two blended into one another. Isaiah was 
probably in the Temple when the vision was granted 
to him. And the vision took its start from the earthly 
surroundings that presented themselves to the 
prophet’s consciousness. 


Verse 2.—The seraphim. “Im” is the Hebrew form 

ef the plural. The Hebrew word has been Anglicized 
_ into “seraphs.” The word comes from a root meaning 

to burn. The name therefore is expressive of the 
divine holiness. The seraphim appear as the outward 
visible guards of that holiness demanding that the 
sinner shall have access to the presence of God only 
through a sacrifice that really vindicates God’s right- 
eousness. The seraphim appear to be actual dngélic 
beings. They are not to be identified with the cheru- 
bim (Ezek. 1:5). The three pairs of wings suggest 
reverence, humility, and obedience. 

Verse 3.—Holy. The root meaning of the Hebrew 
word is to separate or mark off. God is separated in 
his very nature from the world of the finite and from 
the world of sin. It.is this latter fact that leads di- 
rectly to the ethical meaning of the word. Note the 
suggestiveness of the threefold repetition of the word 
as preparing the way for the recognition of the fact 
of the triunity of the divine being. This is one of 
several suggestions in the Old Testament which, 


though ‘they could not be understood before the com- | 


ing of Christ, prepared the way for stich a solution 


of the problem presented by his personality. The 


whole earth. Compare Numbers 14: 21. 


Verse 4.—The foundations of the thresholds shock. - 


Compare Acts 4: 31. 


Verse 5—IWoe,is me! What is needed for con- 
viction of sin is a sight of the holiness of God. The 
holier a man, the more deeply conscious he is of his 
own sinfulness (cf. Luke 5:8; Rev. 1:17). It is all 
the more significant that our Lord Jesus Christ, who 
was helier than the holiest, is an exception to. this 


rule and never betrays any consciousness of sin. I «. 


suppose that Isaiah was about the best man in Jgru- 
salem at that time. Yet he is deeply concerned with 
his sinfulness, while his compatriots for the main part 
were in cheerful ignorance of any sinfulness. Note 
that it is his own personal sinfulness of which Isaiah 
became conscious first. When God deals with a man, 
that man does not become conscious of other people’s 
sins but of his own.

Isaiah’s Vision 
By Amos R. Wells 


SAIAH saw a vision of the Lord, and we too 
see it in his visioned word, a speech so various, 

so golden-fired,no other seems so mightily inspired. 
Isaiah saw the Lord uplifted high, the Temple 
crowded with his sovereignty, his garments floating 
wondrous from his throne, and power and all glory 
his alone. Isaiah saw the choir of seraphinr and 
heard their holy song, their heavenly hymn, an an- 
them so amazing and profound, the very Temple 
trembled at the sound. Isaiah in that holy Presence 
knew how, sinful were his lips, unclean, untrue ; 
_ before that Majesty, that radiant Sun, he felt him- 
self unworthy and.undone. Isaiah, as he bowed ‘his 
sorrowing soul, felt on his lips the searing altar 
coal, felt in his heart the joy of springing day, and 
all his hidden foulness purged jaway. And then 
Isaiah heard the questing. cry, ‘* Whom shall I 
send-?** and answered, ‘* Here am I.** He answered 
with a life for God and men, with voice heroic and 
with glowing pen. And we, who hear the same 
imperial Voice, what is our answer, what our earnest 
choice ? Whate’er thy summons, may our answer 
be, in faith, in gladness, ‘‘ Here am I; send me.** 











ing stood in the court without. Yet it seems more 
consonant with the typelogy of the Old Testament that 
the purifying coal should have been taken from the 
altar of sacrifice. Read carefully through Leviticus 
4 5, and 6. There God clearly shows us that it was 
the sin and trespass offerings that. were the sole 
ground upon which he could righteously maintain 
communion with the often -Sinning people. These 
sacrifices typify the one sacrifice of Christ. With 
this purification by burning, compare the promise in 
Matthew 3:11. Isaiah must have a deeper cleansing 
to fit him for the deeper work to which he was being 
called. The live coal was, so to speak, the concen- 
trated essence of the victim that had been sacrificed 
on the altar. The only one who can fit us for the 
service of God is he of whom the coal speaks. His 
hand must touch us if we are to do any worth while 
work for God tad 

Verse 8—Who will go? After cleansing comes 
service. Let us beware of reversing God’s order. 
“Tarry ye... until ye be endued” is ever the Lord’s 
way. 

Chapter 20:1.—Sargon was King of Assyria for 
eighteen years, from 722 to 705 B. C. ‘Phe expedition 
against Ashdod probably took place in 711 B. C. Tar- 
tan is probably a Syrian word meaning commander-in- 
chief of an army.

It 
forms the basis of all his subsequent pleadings with

_ it was that which moved the prophet sometimes to 


indignation and sometimes to pathos. By God’s rea- 
sonableness is understood that God is never capricious 
or hasty.

National history. -there- 
fore has a meaning, and human life has a meaning. 


. On the ground of this fact Isaiah also pleads with his 


people to consider reasonably and intelligently their 
ways. God is not to be cajoled into favoritism by 
mere outward observances. He demands that the heart 
and the life of his people shall be in accord with 
their worship.

The Fellow with the ‘‘Get-Up-and-Go.”—Jehovah 
spake by Isaiah the son of Amoz, saying, Go (20:2). 
Uncle Billy Watson says, “I like a fellow. who has 
some get up and goin him.” We all are like Uncle 
Billy, even Heaven itself. You can make something 
out of that sort of fiber, or ore, or stock, or soil, de- 
pending upon what vocation you follow. Our works 
ar about a mile out of town. Among our “cubs” was 
a fellow named Dick. When the foreman would send 
Dick uptown for something (nowadays we phone 
for it and it is sent down ina flivver), the foreman was 
always surprised and struck by how quickly Dick could 
get uptown and back with nothing but his two young 
legs to ‘help him.- Dick, before the end of his appren- 
ticeship, was a fine mechanic and marked for promo- 
tion. (See Prov. 22:29; dil-i-gent is. the antonym of 
dil-i-dally!) _I heard one of.our local contractors give 
this order to his men: 
you to go, and I don’t mean mebbee!”’ This contractor 
is famous for getting things done and done well. Now 


you will note that Isaiah as a workman was of this:

very sort. Read his wonderful chapters. 
evangelist of the Old Testament. 
of all the prophets, and rightly so. When Isaiah got 
his order to “Go,” he did not stand upon the order of 
his going. His great job was to try, if possible, to 
save Israel from Babylon slavery. Isaiah exhausted 
the grammar, syntax, and prosody of the Hebrew lan- 
guage in the attempt to do it. Isaiah failed, but that 
part of it was none of his business and nothing against 
him. Always remember just this, when God says to 
you “Go,” and—you go and do your level best and 
apparently fail—note the word “apparently,” — just 
run whistling along and don’t worry. Results do not 
belong to you. Years ago God said “Go” to me. I 
have been go-ing ever since, Sunday after Sunday. As 
I often tumble “dead tired” into my bed I say, “My 
Master, I have again done my level best. Overrule 
the mistakes, and bring good out of the imperfect.” 
Yes, and he has. 


“Don’t Write. Go.”—Then came the word of Je- 
hovah to Isaiah, saying, Go, and say to Hezekiah (38: 
4,5). When you get the “Here-am-I” state of mind 
and the “Get-up-and-go” style of movement God is 
pretty sure to give a personal..assignment. And that 
assignment is quit€ likely to be about the hardest sort 
of job. Don’t you believe it? All right, suppose you 
are sent tomorrow to speak to your “boss” about his 
soul? Or that particular member of your family? 
Isaiah had good news to tell Hezekiah, news of life. 
You have Good News as well, news of life (John 
10:10).: ‘Lots: of folks are afraid to move at the 
command “Go!” for fear they might not arrive. Might 
“stub my- toe and” fall’ down,”:’as one’ fellow said. 
Here in Kalamazoo where I am with “Uncle Jake 
Kindleberger,” the great paper maker, I see upon his 
office wall this motto: Don’r Worry Wuen You 
StumsLeE. THe Worm Is tHe Onty Tuinc THat 
Cannot Fatt Down.” And it might be added that 
the worm is one-of-the-things- that does mot have: much 
“go” to it. Remember that old jingle: 


The lightning bug is brilliant, but it hasn’t. any mind, 

It stumbles through existence with its headlight on behind, 

But the measuring worm is different, — when he starts out 
for pelf, 

He reaches to the limit and then he humps himself.

Tue PRINCIPLE OF CONCENTRATION.—Organ- 
ise the lesson around one central and important 
truth whenever possible. 











CCEPTING the Golden Text as our central truth 

we may look into the cause of this expression, its 
effect, and its application to ourselves. Thus we may 
gather the nature of the ministry of Isaiah and also 
its lessons. In the sixth chapter Isaiah tells the story 
of the vision that transformed his life. This vision 
of the Lord was followed by the cleansing with the 
live coal from off the altar, and following the vision 
and the cleansing came Isaiah’s dedication to service 
expressed in the words, “Here am I; send me.” Thus 
we discover the cause of the expression that con- 
stitutes the Golden Text. But what’ was its effect? 
Did it mean some happv adventure for the prophet, 
or was it a dedication, as in the case of Paul, to hard- 
ship, suffering, and distress? Perhaps it will be well. 
to pause and note that the answer to this question was, 
in the very nature of the case, given over to Another 
when the dedication was made. To know all of what 
it meant would involve a complete study of the life 
of the prophet henceforth. 

In the lesson selections we have three illustrations: 
of the type of ministry that fell to his lot. In his 
interview with King Ahaz he had to manifest the 
courage a subject needs in daring to advise and even 
rebuke the king for cowardice. In chapter 20 we have 
an instance of the prophet being sent to a far more 
unpleasant and humiliating service, in -which at the - 
word of the Lord he suffered abagement before the 
eyes of those he knew for a long period of time in 
order that he might be a sign to them of the judgment 
of God upon those in whom they were trusting. The 
third mission of service was the happy one of conso- 
— to the king who had prayed God to spare his: 
ife. 

The general application to ourselves is that when 
we, like Isaiah, have been led to utter, “Here am I; 
send me,” we, too, will realize that it-is for God to 
choose our type and place of service.

AY, fellows, wherever you go, you 
are sent there. Did you ever - think 
of that? 

Not only when you went to school or 
upon an errand against your wishes; but 
also when you went fishing or to the ball 
game. Your parents seni you to school; 
Your love of the sport sent you to the 
game. Every day you are being sent 
somewhere by some person or some thing. 
You will be being sent somewhere, in 
body, mind, or spirit all of your life. When 
you cease to be sent you will be dead. 

When God made you he used messen- 
ger material. You can no more retuse 
to be a messenger than the sparks can 
refuse to fly upward or the wind to blow. 
But there is this difference: You can 
choose your sender! And the character 
of the sender determines the character of 
the message- and the destination. 

Cain deliberately chose to let pride send 
him out to his brother in the field, and 
he became a murderer. There’s a poor 
fellow in the penitentiary near here who 
chose to let covetousness send him to 
his employer’s cash register, and now 
sorrow-stricken parents have a convicted 
thief for a son. Great issues hang pon 
one’s choice of his sender. Daniel, at 
the risk of his life, let loyalty. to God 
send him to prayer, and that sent him to 
second place in the kingdom. .~- Faith. in 
God — God who had enabléd him to ‘sl.y 
a lion and a bear—sent young David, 
with his sling, out against the giant, an 
armored man of war, and the shepherd 
lad put a whole army to flight. 

Back of Cain’s pride, and back of the 
young convict’s covetousness, was Satan 
the arch sender. Back of Daniel’s loyalty 
and David’s faith was God the supreme 
Sender. And really, any choice of senders 
is as between these two. 

Isaiah, knowing that he could thus 
choose, and keen to make a wise choice, 
heard God’s voice saying: “Whom shall 
I send, and: who will go for us?” . And 
promptly he made answer: “Here am I; 
send me.” God did send him, and oh, 
what a sending it was! To kings and 
to queens and to nations, bearing the mes- 
sage that toppled over empires and set 
up kingdoms—a message that sounded 
down the corridors of time and eternity. 
To the one who was wise enough to say 
to God, “Here am I; send me” was given 
the high privilege of showing an advance 
photograph — five hundred years in ad- 
vance —of the Lord Jesus Christ to the 
world. And even after Christ has come 
and gone, it is still the most vivid, the 
most beautiful, the most tragically true 
descriptive likeness of the Messiah and 
his mission (isa. 53). Isaiah, by his will- 
ingness to be sent of the Holy Spirit, ren- 
dered to God a service that is unique 
among all the worthy messengers of high 
calling.

HE teacher will find it a great help 

to read the entire books of Isaiah and 
Jeremiah while we are studying their 
ministry. For our lesson this week study 
Isaiah 6:1-8; 38:1-5. Explain to the 
class that a prophet is a person who hears 
messages from God and tells them to his 
people. God has sent many prophets into 
the world. Some of these messengers 
have told of events that came to pass 
real soon, othérs were in the future, some 
of these have not happened yet, but every 
message from God is sure to come true, 
in God’s time. Some of the messages 
the prophets brought were warnings to 
‘the people about their sinful living, or 
promises of help in time of danger. 

Isaiah is the first prophet for us to 
study. He lived in Jerusalem, and per- 
haps began his ministry while he was a 
very young man. He was God’s mes- 
senger to the people of Judah during the 
reign of four kings. It was while Uzziah 
was king that Isaiah began to tell the

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people about their sinful ways, and to 
show them that God was going to punish 
them for their sins. Yet, all along be- 
tween his warnings, he would show beau- 
tiful pictures of the coming of the Sav- 
jour. 

King Uzziah was a great king. When 
he died, no doubt the young prophet felt 
troubled and uneasy about his people. 
They had strong, cruel enemies, and, 
worse than that, many of the people were 
worshiping idols and doing other sinful 
things. He did not feel sure whether 
the new king would lead the people more 
deeply into sin, or lead them back to 
God. We believe Isaiah prayed to God 
for his people. 

One day, while he was worshiping in 
the Temple, the Lord answered the trou- 
bled prophet by showing him a wonderful 
vision, in which he saw God, as King, 
sitting on a throne high and lifted up 
above all other thrones. His glory filled 
the Temple, and above him stood the 
seraphim, which were great, strong, fiery 
angels, with six wings.. Their name 
means “burners.” Although they were 
so pure and glorious, yet while they were 
in the presence of the great King they 
used two of their wings to cover their 
faces, two to cover their feet, and then 
with the other two great strong wings 
they would fly to do his errands. This 
teaches us that we should be very rever- 
ent and humble at all times, especially 
when we are in God’s house and when 
we bow in prayer, and that we should 
always be ready to go on his errands. 

The vision of the great King on his 
throne, high and lifted up, made Isaiah 
feel sinful. He felt that his lips were not 
fit to speak God’s messages, and he told 
the Lord how he felt about it. But there 
was an altar in the Temple, and the burnt 
sacrifice on the altar stood for the Sav- 
iour, whose blood cleanses from all sin. 
One of the angels flew to the altar, and 
with tongs took a live coal, and laid it 
on the prophet’s mouth, and said, “Thy 
sin is forgiven.” Then he heard the Lord 
saying, “Whom shall I send?” and he 
answered gladly, “Here am I; send me.” 
After this God sent many wonderful mes- 
sages to his people by Isaiah. 

When Isaiah was an old man, there 
was a good king in Jerusalem named 
Hezekiah. Whenever he got into trouble, 
he would pray to God, and often he would 
send for Isaiah. The prophet brought 
him many messages from. God. Once 
Hezekiah was sick, and God sent: Isaiah 
to tell him that he should set his house in 
order, as he must die.

6¢] NEVER ask my sons, ‘What do you 

want to be when you grow up?’ ” said 
a certain great preacher once, “but 
rather, ‘Have you found out yet what 


God wants you to be when you are grown | 


up?’?” What a world of difference in 
those two questions! Suppose you in- 
troducé this study of the young man of 
Judah, who did find out what God wanted 
him to be, by asking first, “Girls, sup- 
pose you tell me what you really want 
to be, or do, when you are grown up.” 
Then, after some free and (as far as they 
will confide in you) frank discussion of 
this rather ordinary question, put the sec- 
ond question to them: “But have you ever 
tried to find out what God wants you to 
be, or do? Has that anything to do with 
the answer you gave to my first ques- 
tion?” Watch them grow silent and more 





thoughtful over this sobering idea—as 
they will if they are right thinking girls 
of Christian rearing, or even just honest- 
minded, inquiring young souls seeking 
light on how to live abundantly. 

As to biography, there is such scant 
material given in Scripture that you 
cannot tell your girls the story of Isaiah’s 
life, even in outline, except as to his 
work as a prophet. We cannot even sur- 
mise (with any certainty) what his life- 
events were, but we can read very clearly 
the character of the man through the 
records of his work. Perhaps, after all, 
that is the truer biography of the two, 
though not so quickly productive of in- 
terest in a girl’s mind as the mere out- 
ward circumstances of a life. But even 
a young girl can see clearly, from a 
thoughtful reading of the sixth chapter of 
Isaiah, that this young man was seeking to 
know God's plan for his life; he was cer- 
tainly willing to have it revealed to him, 
however startled and dismayed he was 
when that revelation was granted him, 
however difficult it was to obey. his 
heavenly vision. 

There is a stumblingblock here for 
most young girls, who will say — after 
such a reading of that chapter, with its 
wonderful imagery and symbolism— 
“But God will never grant me such a 
marvelous, miraculous vision of himself 
as he gave Isaiah. I'll never learn his 
plan for my life that way! How can I 
learn it? How can I be sure that I have 
that plan at all?” She is probably right. 
God will perhaps never grant another 
such vision as the one he gave Isaiah, 
who had not the light of the fulfilled 
Gospel (Good News of the Saviour) that 
every girl of yours has, and who had a 
very special mission for a very crucial 
time. Your girl’s “vision” will, most 
probably, be made of bits of things: her 
own natural tastes, endowments, circum- 
stances, opportunities,. sympathies — 
pointing one way, his way. Rarely that 
“vision” is confined to its final form from 
the beginning ; rather does it emérge from 
the conflicting lights and shadows ‘of the 
complex young life as time carries it for- 
ward. 

2. But one thing your girl can do, one 
thing exactly like Isaiah —she can seek 
to know what God wants her to do; she 
can look at every circumstance in her life 
in the light of that guiding question; she 
can bring every indication into the light 
of. his revealed Word, as that comes to 
her through her own study, the teaching 
she receives, and prayer, and so get her- 
self ready for the receiving of that plan 
when God is ready to unfold it before 
her. The preparation of her own spirit, 
her own attitude toward God in her life 
—that is her part in his plan for her. 

And though that plan, when he reveals 
it, be as hard as Isaiah’s, though it be 
still harder by being (apparently) only 
the dull commonplace, will she be ready 
to say with Isaiah, “Here am I; use me”?

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and are too busy rushing off to school or 
to the office. Then several days later 
we make another guilty effort. And so 
we go along hit or miss. Then we won- 
der why it is that God’s Book does not 
seem to us to be the wonderful guide- 
book that other Christians find it to be. 

Honestly now, how many chapters of 
the Bible have you read through at one 
sitting, or have you read consecutively 
day by day? Yet “all scripture is given 


‘| by inspiration of God” (2 Tim. 3: 16). 


Let us see then some of the ways God’s 
Word is useful as a guidebook,,and per- 
haps it will help us to read it more faith- 
fully and intelligently. To begin at the 
beginning, God’s Word is a guide to sal- 
vation (2 Tim. 3:15). for faith cometh 
by hearing and hearing by the Word of 
God (Rom, 10:17). So the Word has 
a very real part as a guidebook in start- 
ing us off on the Christian way. 

5 


Our Scripture lesson tells us that the 
“law,” or the Word of God, makes “wise 
the simple” (v7). “Th other words, it 
instructs the open-minded (v. 7), and it 
enlightens the eyes, or the understanding 
(v. 8). As we begin the Christian life 
we need instruction. We are not able of 
ourselves to discern between right paths 
and wrong ones, and so by carefully fol- 
lowing the Word we may avoid danger- 
ous bypaths. 


Psalm 119: 105 likens. the Word to a 
Jjamp that makes plain the path. And not 
only does it show the path, but it warns 
against the dangers and pitfalls along the 
way. We read in our lesson that by tak- 
ing heed to the Word we are “warned” 
(v. 11). We would not think much of a 
guidebook that did not make a distinction 
between bad roads or dangerous roads 
and good ones, and so God’s Word not 
only marks our route, but it gives us all 
the information we need to know what 
to avoid. e 


Verse 12 of Psalm 19 is not in our 
lesson, but we may well include it, for 
it points out another important ministry 
of the Bible as a guidebook. Sometimes 
through failure to,read or observe the in- 
structions and warnings we get off the 
path, and in our heedlessness and sin we 
do not even realize that we have departed 
from the right way. We think that 
others are wrong and that we are right. 
Then it is that the Word of God if we 
will but read it-will show us our error 
(v. 12), for it is “profitable for ... re- 
proof, for correction” as well as for in- 
struction (2 Tim. 3:16). From it we 
learn what we need to do to get back to 
the right way. 


Did you ever read in a guidebook the 
glowing description of certain places of 
interest that you might see at your jour- 
ney’s end? How they added to the enjoy- 
ment of the trip as you thought about 
them and anticipated the pleasure you 
would have when you -arrived at your 
destination and saw all the wonders and 
beauties described! Just so the Bible tells 
us all we know about the place to which 
we are going. What a dreary way life 
would be sometimes even to the Chris- 
tian without the comfort and assurance 
of the life to come! So the Bible paints 
for us the joys and beauties of Heaven. 
In times of testing and trial we may have 
comfort and assurance in thinking of the 
place where sickness and sorrow shall be 
no more, and where we shall be reunited 
with lov ed ones who have gone on be- 
fore. It is not. strange, then, that we 
should read in our second Scripture les- 
son in Romans 15:4 that these things 
were “written for our learning, that we 
through patience and comfort of the 
scriptures might have hope.”

But are we selfishly keeping all these 
good things that we find in the Word of 
God to ourselves, or are we, as our Lord 
commanded, passing them on to others? 
One of the easiest and yet, at the same 
time, most effective ways of doing per- 
sonal. work is through the distribution of
